BOY TO PRISON 


Roy Diamond, 22, Who 
Sought to Aid Con­ 
demned “Chum,” 
May Get Two 
Years. 


Roy Diamond, 22, a frail youngster, 
afflicted with rheumatism that 
has 
partially crippled his right hip, sallow 
ami presenting the appearance of a 
young man, easily influenced by older 
companions, may spend two years in 
prison because of his friendship for a 
boyhood 
companion, a “ pal” 
who 
awaits, a condemned man, in the local 
jail to pay the penalty for his self- 
confessed killing of a Pennsylvania 
State Trooper. 
Reconciled to the fate of a man 
who h a ^ confessed his p a rt to a eon- 
; piracy to break-jaii, Diamond, or­ 
iented Thursday while at work at 
Annville, bv Trooper 
Russell 
W . 
Frutchey and Charles Wilson, local 
detective, >poke freely ami willingly 
of his Dart in the conspiracy to break 
jail and of his friendship with Philip 
A. H artm an, convicted of first de­ 
gree murder by a ju ry in criminal 
court here in January. 
"H e asked me to help him out ­ 
lie asked t^iot I not fail him now', an I 
' 
aid I would. 
I sent the saws to 
H artm an so that he might saw his 
way to freedom from tho Adams coun­ 
ty jail,” Miid Diamond, as he slumped 
in a chair in state police headquarter* 
Thursday afternoon, following his a r ­ 
rest in Ann villa and his removal here 
for trial. 
('hum s For 5 ears 
"We were chums since we were 
kids,” continued the young man, “and 
I just naturally ag re ed to help Phil 
out, when he w rote me in Annville 
that he wanted to escape.” 
Recounting his recent companion­ 
ship with H artm an, Diamond said:: 
"Phil drove into Annville one day, 
about a month before he held up the 
A bbott‘town hank. 
He was driving 
a big Cleveland touring car and h“ 
flashed a roll of bills in front of us 
fellows. 
He took us ail for a rile, 
telling us th at he was selling stock­ 
ings and th a t tile automobile he was 
driving was his toss*, who was in H a r­ 
risburg a t the time. 
"Then Phil came to me and asked 
if I wanted to m ake aam* money. 
I said I always wanted to make some 
money and when he showed me his 
roll of bills saying that he made it 
taking orders for stockings I thought, 
if H artm an can make money doing 
that, I could too; so I went along with 
him. 
“We droves to New- 
York 
state. 
When we reached Johnson City, Phil 
pulled out an automatic and I asked 
him what he w as doing with that, and 
he said,*‘we need this in our business 
— to >tk*k-up places.’ 
"S tic k -Ip -J abs” 
"H artm an then told mc* for the first 
time he *.vax going ta 
‘stick-up’ 
a 
couple of places. 
I told him that I 
VV as fit going to get mixed in anything 
like that and he went out alone. 
"I was in Rochester with him when 
he got the license plates for his ear, 
although I did not go into the office 
with him. 
"Then 
H artm an went out for a 
while. 
He told mc he was going to 
look fo r a connie of places to ‘stick­ 
up,* but I said I w asn’t going with 
h i rn. 
...................................| 
"W hen H artm an saw that I did not 
want to go witl^him, he said he would 
t ike me back to Annville which he 
did; then he wont out alone. 
"Th:* next I heard, he had held-up 
the Abbottstown bank and got in some 
other serape, 
"W hen he was tried and sent to 
jail, he wrote me, and I answered his 
letters just to cheer him up. 
Then 
he wrote mo and asked me to help him 
escape from jail. 
I received his let­ 
ter on a Saturday, in which he askoi 
me to send him some hack-saw -blades. 
I sent them to him that same day. 
"In his letter H artm an told me that 
when Bishop, th a t fellow up, the line, 
got the death 
sentence, he, H art­ 
man, decided th a t his chances w’ere 
slim fo r a new trial and that he was 
going to try and escape. 
He said 
that if he got a new' trial he wmuldn’t 
try to escape, but Bishop’s sentence 
changed his mind anil he decided not 
to wait. 
"H artm an told me to send the saws 
to a Mrs. Bradley, at Gettysburg. I 
fo rg et w hat the post office box num­ 
ber w as.” 
Diamond told his story unhesitat­ 
ingly. 
He admitted his p art in the 
conspiracy and seems reconciled to the 
fate th a t awaits. 
He is charged with conspiracy to 
break jail.
